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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 ILS.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yanagawa (US 
6,246,660). 

Yanagawa, according to Figs. 1, 2, 3, 5 and 7, show an information storage device 
comprising all features as recited in the instant claimed invention as interpreted below. 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, see Figs. 1 and 7 which shows an optical pickup (2) for 
irradiating a laser beam; a first detector (282) for detecting an intensity of a reflected light at a 
second output from an unrecorded area; a second detector (283) for detecting intensity of a 
reflected light at the second output from a recorded area; a processor (3) for calculating a ratio 
(Sca); and a voltage adjuster (10) for adjusting a first output such that the intensity ratio is within 
a predetermined range (Sref). Note: see respective disclosure of Figs. 1, 3, 5, 7 and column 
16, lines 28-65 for further details. 

Regarding claims 2 and 6, see Figs. 2 and 3 and their respective disclosure for details. 

Regarding claims 3, 4, 7 and 8, see the respective disclosure of an operational amplifier 
3 and a servo circuit 7 in Fig. 1 for details.
